| After an carly breakfast next morning, 
the waggons were ordered. and the guides 
engaged ; for, though 
formation is but two hundred yards from

Notes of a far ae 


Your correspondent left Ballevillo on a 
trip through North Hastings on the Iith 
inst, Foxboro is a fino, bealiby village, 
jost the place for retired farmers, Here 
there are bat few changes of recent date to 
note, except that there are :ome fine farm 
honsea taking the place of the primitive 
stroctures of earlier days,and the churches 
are so numerous that they might be 
otilized for stretching telegraph wires on, 
Ths sound of tho machine is beard and the 
ploughman is antlolpating next year's crop 
Arrived at Madoe I found that village 
prosperi:y with little trace of the fire. 
More buildings are being crested bere, I 
think, than io Belleville. Oa the Sth I 
started north, and reaching El Eorado 
found things there much changed since 
my last vieit, Some of the old buildings 
whioh bad been given over to the pigs, bad 
been renovated and occopied, but few new 
ones crected. Oo leavirg Eldorado I 
striko what is tome an unknown land at 
Bannockburn. Slillthe couniry is not 
totally useless until you get to the Jordon 
or Millbridge, which is like an onsiy in the 
wilderness, Bat when one leaves that 
bamlet one might as well be blind fold, if 
any jeha wae along to guide the animal 
and bogey through the etones and rocks, 
and up and down hills and ravines, There 

' is nothing but rock, rock, a fow straggling 
poplars,ecrubs and berry bushes, one con- 
tinual sameness, dismal and oppessive. 

Talk about the Coo job and corruption, 
why a man that would offer to take 10,- 
000 acres of that land, (except for mining 
purposer), and pay the texes, should be 
at once placed ine straight jacket. Settle- 
ments are about fire milis apart until you 
get to Wolverton. After passing over 
mountains of granite, and through scree 
of berry basbes I reach Beayer Creek, one 
of tho finest water powers ever ston.

The investigation 
so far as the evidence of Mulligan and 
Warren Fisher went, tended to show 
that Fisher never sold a bond to Blaine, 
but gave him asa gratuity or commis- 
sion some $120,000 of bonds and §15,- 
150 incash for which Blaine never 
retarried any monetary consideration. 
Tho new batch of “Malligan letters” 
published in the New York San, for- 
nishes strong corroboration of the charge 
Blaine, and place his conduct in 
a very unfavorable light in view of the 
fact that whon the matter was brought 
up in Congress be deliberately falsified 
the record, and declared that he ‘bought 
the bonds’—that ‘instead of receiving 
the bonds'of the Fort Smith and Little 
Rock Railroad as gratuity he never had 
one except at regular market price.’ The 
correspondence further shows that 
Blaine, while Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, was quite willing, for 
a consideration, to be the tool of any 
one who required ‘log-rolling’ done in 
Congress.
